I gat no 
answer, and on going inte the room I p-w 
him lying on bis bed with his clothes an. 
J called the compradore. J don’t know 
whether Mr Bond was then asive or not. 

Letng Hok Chin, chief portur at the Club, 
asid—At7 am, on the 12th inst. the de- 
consed cama into my office and bid me g»od 
morning. Ho scemed in his usual health 
and spirits. He went into the ¢ffice aod 
looked at the paper. 1 saw him go upstairs 
at 9,30. That was the last time I sav him 
alive. I have vot heard anything about 
hie baving a quartel wth uuy of the 
servants. I never heard any complaint 
against him from the coolies about hia 
looking too sharply sfter then. 

Chan Chau, head servant in the Club, 
said~I saw deceased come downstairs after 
seven on the morning of the 12th Oct. Be 
agemed quite well. I saw him go upstairs 
sortly after nine. I asked him if he 
would take his breskfast and he waved his 
bund, indicating, as I thought, thet he did 
not want any. 

Chun Kum, butler in the Club, said bo 
never heard of the doccased having any 
trouble with the servante. 

Dr. Cowie said— About 10.16 on the 12th 
Oot. L wns called to go to the Club to ave 
the-staward. 1 found him -lying on his 
‘| bed, with one foot on the floor. He was 

dead. There was a fan beside his left 

hand. ‘His collar was loosened. The body 
was quite warm. ‘Thera waa no sign of any 
vomit. Dr, Marques and I held a post 
niertem in the afternoon, The heart wae 
large and fatty, the lungs wero healthy. 
The contents of the stomach were: placed 
in ajar and sent to thé Government anao- 
lyst. ‘The lining of the stomach at the end 
of the gullet poele’ off-in the greater 
curvature of the atomach opposite the 
opening of the cesophagus there was an 
erosion larger than 'a dollar which pene- 
trated the wall of the stomach.

Formoss. Mounted with the best class of 
Armstrong brvechloadors of from 12 to 43 
tons, snd having a froe sweep at the ,great- 
est possible range at the same time, they 
are perhaps soe of the best forts to bo

Tt is otherwise with the two other placcs, 
which have both had Chinese: constructors 
for their forts, On the Peseadores Makong 
Harbour is a perfectly safe typhoon har- 
bour and hos room enough for-a whole ficet. 
Kelung Harbour is smal] and requires a 
good deal of work to make it a first class 
one, but Makong is one by nature. 
There are several forts round, mounted with 
the sama kind of guns asin Kelung, but the 
construction of the forts is quito o different 
ono. It happened that a Cantonese con- 
structed tho Railway-bridge over the river 
by Twatatia just befors those Pescadore 
forts wero to bo built. A typhoon burst 
over the place just after tho bridge was 
finished, and as it stood the test bravely, 
H.E. the late Governor thought that the 
constructor of such « bridge was the man 
ho wanted, and he consequently gavo him 
the contract for tho forts around Makong. 
Not only did this very clever man build 
‘them, ‘but he introdgced the novelty of 
i building them on top of the hills in euch -a 
way that he could tin tha guns right 
rotnd ali the 360°.cf the circle. But tho 
brvastwork, or whatevor you call the wall 
in front, is so far away from tho guna, that 
it is really no protection for the men, and 
this is not the worst feature of those forts. 
At tho first discharge with a shell from ona 
of the 43-ton guns, tho whole foundation 
collapsed and made the gun useloss for 
sofa time to como. 

The Hobé fort is built on a different 
principle entirely. If tho Makong furts 
havo tov little, the Hobé fort has, I be- 
lieve, a good deal too much protection. 
When thv military instructor, Lieut, 
Hecht, the othor day went over to inspect 
this fort and try the guns, I heard that the 
fort was built in such a way that the guns 
could only bo directed at points several 
miles to sea. When the designer was ¢x- 
postulated with abuut this. the answer was 
that the late Governor always asid that the 
main point in building a fort vas to make 
it in anch a way that uobody coutd seo tho 
defenders, Now I hear that Lieut, Hecht 
will have to go to Hobé to correct the mis- 
take in such a way tbat antonemy cannot 
go along the shore and land without dan- 
ger from boing hit from this fort.

H, M. S?Porpoise left-on the 5th instant 
for Amoy after afew days stay.

We hear from native sportsmen that wild 
geese, duck and teal will be far less 
tuimerous this year than they were last, 
They tell us they judgo of this by the 
smallness of tho flrcks arriving, as fow 
as 30 or 40 birds only making up a great 
many of them. 

There ia a great deal of talk going on 
amongst the natives about war between 
Russia and China ond they aro convinced 
that it is true No doubt the London 
telegram reporting thy advance of the 
Russian expedition over the Chinose frontier 
waa given risa to this. 

The proprietor of ome of the native 
banks who fuiled-and decamped last year 
was discovered and arrested a fow days 
ago, and is now chained to a large stone at 
the door of the Magistrate’s yamen in the 
city, A placard, cluse by, intimates that 
he ts to be releseed when hé has cashed 
the nutes issued by him, which are said to 
he of the value of $2,900, Ho attributed 
his Joases to sdvances made to teamen who 
were unable to repay him. 

The anoual revicw of tho troops, which 
we understand passed off in on otherwise 
satisfactory manner, did not quite come to 
an end without trouble, Amongst othor 
athletic sports there was wrestling, and it 
appears that in one of the engsgements the 
combatants lost their tempers; and, disre- 
garding the rales of tho game, went for one 
another with a will, Unfortunately others 
joined and there was a free fight for coma 
minutes which was only brought to an end 
by force under ordera from the Mandarina, 
Beveral of the men were badly hurt.

A RETROSPEOT. 


Extracted from the North-China Datly 
News of Sst Lecember, 1900. 


Tho striking of twelve on thi Cathedral 
clock to-night will mark the close, not only 
of anotable year, but also of an aventfal 
decade, and of m century unparalleled in 
human history, Having dealt with the 
year, it is titting that something should 
also be said regarding tle othor two 
poriods, 

The mapy milloniums which heave 
clapsed since Pan Ku chiseled out the 
mountains and plains of this land of tho 
celestials, never aaw such changes aa have 
taken place during the decade now closing. 
The old things which have passed away aro 
numerous, “Thoy wero bad old‘things moat 
of them; some af thém vary old indeed 
and very bad—they aro well uwny. 
Numerous too, are the things which have 
become new, and as great improvements 
we aro thankful fur them, Those of us 
who were acqiainted with the China 
which existed previona to 1891 can 
hardly realise that we are living in the 
same country. Tho interior of China is 
said to have been oprned to foreignors 
by the Treaty’ of Tientein in 1868, but 
aa a matter of fact for more than ao 
generation after that, we, missionn- 
Ties excepted, were about os much confined 
to cur conceszinns as ever. The absance of 
all inducoment, the luck of -travelling faci- 
litics, the primitive nature of native accom- 
modation, together with the more or less 


active hostility of a populace brought up to 
hate us, prevented our troubling the inte- 
rior much. But now there is perhaps not 
4 prefectaro, or district even, in the empire 
where foreigners are not engaged in sowe 
calling or other beneficial slike to, them- 
selves, and to the pedple. A good road 
connects every city with ita neighbours +n 
all points of the compass, The grand trunk 
railways wnito Peking and the north with 
Canton and the south, and jain Shanghai to 
Burma. Communicstion by road, rail and 
river is as rapid and safe sa io Europe, and 
touch cheaper. In the oldendays the tra- 
vellur had to layin bie small change by the 
hundred-weight, andearryhislarger amounts 
in boxfuls of miashapen Jumps of silver. 
Now, by means of tha notes of the Jmporial 
bank, current everywhere, any sum may be 
atored away in a pocket book, Formerly, 
he was a learned. man indeed who could 
pass an examination on the foreign postal 
system in + hina,—the native postal system 
no one ever attempted to. comprehend, 
Now, a child knows all about the Imperial 
poste, There were telegraphsin those days, 
but tho stations were few, aud an ordinery 
message cnst an ordinary native a month's 
income. How difforent it is nuw there is 
no need to say. : : 

To come: to other matters; “dreadful 
famines frata fliods, or from droughts, 
used to be chronic in China. The help- 
less people died by millions in-spite of al 
the civilised world could do to seud them 
aid, Now, bath .canses are: baing rapidly.
